On the weekend the “Dengue 
Outbreak Team” held a meet¬ 
ing in order to set up a plan on 
how to eliminate mosquito 
breeding grounds. According 
to Minister of Sports and Pub¬ 
lic Health, Richard Visser, a 
helping hand from the commu¬ 
nity is very important. The 
government is decided to work 
very hard on a prevention pro¬ 
gram but on the other hand it 
will also work on control, 
where everyone who does not 
help to avoid a Dengue break¬ 


out, will receive a fine. 

The “Swipe Team” com¬ 
prises personnel of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, The 
Yellow Fever Mosquito Con¬ 
trol Department, the commu¬ 
nity police force, the 
environment police force and 
SERLIMAR, the government 
clean-up department. They are 
visiting high risk areas and will 
warn the residents if there is a 
breeding ground and advice 
them to correct this problem 
immediately. There is also the 
possibility to give a fine. 

In case there is nobody at 
home or on the property, the 
law is allowed to do the cleanup 
themselves to eliminate breed¬ 
ing grounds and afterwards 
send the clean-up bill to the 
owner of the house and/or land

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AFP) - Venezuelan 
President Hugo 

Chavez's party won the 
most seats in a critical 
legislative vote but op¬ 
position gains weak¬ 
ened his hold on the 
National Assembly two 
years before presiden¬ 
tial polls, an early tally 
showed yesterday. 

The populist presi¬ 
dent's party won at 
least 94 of the 165 seats, 
while an opposition coalition 
had at least 60, electoral offi¬ 
cials said, after a riveting 


'Titanic' actress Gloria Stuart 
dies at 100 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Gloria Stuart, who 
earned an Oscar nomination 
for playing an older version of 
Kate Winslet's character in the 
blockbuster "Titanic," has died 
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at the age of 100, her family 
said yesterday. 

Stuart, who played cente¬ 
narian Old Rose recalling her 
youthful amorous adventures 
depicted by Winslet and 
Leonard DiCaprio in James 
Cameron's 1997 movie, died 
Sunday at her Los Angeles 
home. 

As a glamorous young 
blond she had been a leading 
lady in the 1930s, but took a 
long break from movies after 
the early 1940s and became an 
accomplished painter, accor¬ 
ding to the IMDb industry 
database, in an online obituary. 

She returned to TV and the 
the silver screen in the 1970s 
and 1980s, but it was her role 
in the epic film version of Ti¬ 
tanic's final hours which shot 
her to global fame. 

At the age of 87 she was 
nominated for Best Supporting 
Actress for her role as the 101- 
year-old Rose Calvert, remem¬ 
bering her torrid below-stairs 
love affair with DiCaprio's 
Jack Dawson as the stricken 
ship went down. 

Stuart was diagnosed with 
lung cancer five years ago, and 
had survived breast cancer.

If it fails to reach 99 seats, 


the president will no longer 
be able to legislate by decree. 

The results were set to 
shake up an assembly that the 
Latin American leftist cham¬ 
pion is used to dominating, 
and the vote was seen as an 
early referendum on Chavez's 
performance two years be¬ 
fore presidential polls in 
which he is eyeing a third, 
six-year term.

Elements 1.1 
update brings 
file management, 
search

Study reveals why women apologize 
so much 


If you think you hear women 
saying "I'm sorry” more than 
men, you're right. Women 
apologize more often than 
men do, according to a new 
study. 

But it's not that men are 
reluctant to admit wrongdo¬ 
ing, the study shows. It's just 
that they have a higher 
threshold for what they think 
warrants reparation. When 
the researchers looked at the 
number of apologies relative 
to the number of offenses the 
participants perceived they 
had committed, the re¬ 
searchers saw no differences 
between the genders. 

"Men aren't actively re¬ 
sisting apologizing because 
they think it will make them 
appear weak or because they 
don't want to take responsi¬ 
bility for their actions,” said 
study researcher Karina 
Schumann, a doctoral student 
in social psychology at the 
University of Waterloo in 
Ontario, Canada. "It seems to 
be that when they think 
they've done something 
wrong they do apologize just 
as frequently as when women 
think they've done something 
wrong. It's just that they think 
they've done fewer things 
wrong.” 

The findings might have 
implications for how men 
and women communicate 
with each other, she said. 

Should you apologize? 

Although women are 
often stereotyped as the more 
apologetic sex, there is little 
empirical evidence to back 
this assumption. 

Schumann and her col¬ 
leagues conducted two stud¬ 
ies to see if genders do 
indeed differ in how often 
they apologize, and if so, 
why this might be. 



In one, 33 university stu¬ 
dents ages 18 to 44 kept an 
online dairy for 12 days doc¬ 
umenting whether they apol¬ 
ogized or did something they 
thought required an apology, 
even if they didn't actually 
say they were sorry. They 
also kept track of how often 
they felt someone had com¬ 
mitted an offensive act 
against them that warranted 
an apology. 

Women apologized more 
and reported committing 
more offensive acts, but both 
men and women apologized 
about 81 percent of the time 
when they deemed their ac¬ 
tions offensive. 

Men were also less likely 
to report being victims of 
wrongdoing. This led the re¬ 
searchers to investigate 
whether men are just not of¬ 
fended as easily, and less 
likely to think they've done 
something objectionable. 

In the second study, 120 
undergraduates rated how se¬ 
vere they thought a particular 
offensive was. For instance, 
they had to imagine they 
woke their friend up late at 
night, and because of the 
sleep disturbance, the friend 
did poorly on an interview 
the next day. Women rated 
the offenses as more severe 


than men did, and women 
were also more likely to say 
the friend deserved an apol¬ 
ogy* 

The studies, detailed on¬ 
line Sept. 21 in the journal 
Psychological Science, were 
small and involved only uni¬ 
versity students, so the find¬ 
ings might not be applicable 
to all men and women in gen¬ 
eral. 

Better communication 

Women might have a 
lower threshold for what re¬ 
quires an apology because 
they are more concerned with 
the emotional experiences of 
others and in promoting har¬ 
mony in their relationships, 
Schumann speculated. 

Recognizing that men and 
women may perceive situa¬ 
tions differently may help the 
genders to get along. 

"Neither men nor women 
are wrong when they dis¬ 
agree about whether or not an 
offense has occurred or 
whether or not an apology is 
desired,” Schumann said. "It's 
just that they have different 
perceptions of an event that 
has occurred between them.” 

When one partners is 
angry and feeling victimized, 
thinking, "How can my part¬ 
ner love me if he isn't recog¬ 
nizing what he did,” that 
person should consider that 
the other partner "might not 
be seeing the event the same 
way that they see the event,” 
she said. 

"So rather than assuming 
that your partner can read 
your mind or read your emo¬ 
tions accurately, you need to 
communicate to the partner 
what you're 

experiencing...and from that 
communication, hopefully a 
successful reconciliation 
process can then occur.”

Study finds teens think sports drinks are healthy 


There is a popular miscon¬ 
ception that because sports 
drinks and other noncarbon- 
ated beverages are associ¬ 
ated with physical activity 
they must be healthy, Uni¬ 
versity of Texas researchers 
report. 

’’Adolescents and their 
parents need to be educated 
that consumption of large 
amounts of flavored and 
sports beverages is not con¬ 
sistent with a healthy 
lifestyle,” said lead re¬ 
searcher Nalini Ranjit, an as¬ 
sistant professor of health 
promotion and behavioral 
sciences at the Michael & 
Susan Dell Center for 
Healthy Living at the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas School of 
Public Health in Austin. 

’’Adolescents who engage 
in an otherwise reasonably 
healthy lifestyle with lots of 
physical activity and a 
healthy diet still consume 
large amounts of sugar- 
sweetened beverages in the 
form of flavored and sports 
beverages,” she added. ”We 
believe that this is due to 


successful marketing that 
has led consumers to see 
these beverages as healthy.” 

The researchers looked at 
teen’s consumption of sodas 
and noncarbonated flavored 
and sports beverages and 
their association with eating 
unhealthy foods like sugary 
desserts, fried meats and 
fried snacks like chips and 
French fries. They also 
looked at how these drinks 
were associated with con¬ 
sumption of healthy foods 
like vegetables, fruit and 
milk. 

In addition, they exam¬ 
ined the association of these 
drinks with physical activity 
and participation in sports 
and also with sedentary ac¬ 
tivities, such as watching 
TV, using the computer and 
playing video games. 

In a study of 8th and 11th 
grade students drinking 
sugar-sweetened beverages 
is associated with unhealthy 
diet and physical activity be¬ 
haviors like consuming fried 
meats and chips, Ranjit said. 
Kids who drank sugar- 


sweetened beverages, in¬ 
cluding sports drinks, were 
more likely to engage in 
sedentary behaviors like 
watching TV, using the com¬ 
puter and playing video 
games. Those who drank 
soda were also less likely to 
participate in organized 
sports, school PE or vigor¬ 
ous physical activity, and to 
drink less milk and eat less 
fruits and vegetables than 
those who did not. 

’’However, the most inter¬ 
esting finding was that stu¬ 
dents who drink flavored and 
sports beverages such as 
punch, Koolaid and Gatorade 
are also more likely to engage 
in higher levels of physical 
activity as well as consume 
fruits, vegetables and milk. 
This association was not seen 
with children who drink reg¬ 
ular soda,” she said. 

Samantha Heller, a dieti¬ 
tian, nutritionist, exercise 
physiologist and clinical nu¬ 
trition coordinator at the 
Center for Cancer Care at 
Griffin Hospital, in Derby, 
Conn., commented: ’’Sports 


drinks, for example, are im¬ 
portant for young athletes 
who are training or compet¬ 
ing at intense levels or exer¬ 
cising in the heat. But 
drinking sports drinks and 
other sweetened drinks at the 
computer or with lunch just 
adds nonnutritive calories 
and can pack on pounds,” 
she added. 

Nonetheless, these drinks 
are marketed as healthy alter¬ 
natives to soda, Heller said. 


’’Some have added vita¬ 
mins, antioxidants or herbs 
and the front label shouts out 
claims that this drink can 
boost the immune system, 
increase metabolism or fight 
disease,” she said. ”It is un¬ 
derstandable that people are 
drinking them in place of 
soda and water believing 
they are healthy. For most of 
us, most of the time, plain 
water is the best way to 
maintain hydration.”

Regulators say more progress 
needed on financial reform 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Regu¬ 
lators said yeterday that the 
global financial system has 
made progress in recovery 
from the crisis but weaker 
growth and strained public fi¬ 
nances and money markets 
continued to pose risks. 

The Financial Stability 
Board (FSB) said that despite 
gains, "advanced economies 
remain vulnerable to risks of 
fiscal strains in national and 
local governments, of renewed 
fragilities in bank funding mar¬ 
kets and of weakening eco¬ 
nomic conditions." 

The FSB, tasked with re¬ 
form of the global banking sys¬ 
tem to prevent a repeat of the 
financial crisis and ensuing 
slump, said after a meeting that 
faster change was needed to 
prevent any slippage.

"There is a permanent 
under assessment of what is 
necessary in this domain," he 
added. 

The ECB chief stressed that 
"the independence of analysis, 
judgement and surveillance 
should never again be put into 
question" and said the Euro- 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The European Commission in¬ 
tends to sell its stockpiles of 
cereals before the end of the 
year, the European Union's top 
agriculture official said yester¬ 
day.

"To reinforce independent 
fiscal monitoring and assess¬ 
ment further, the ECB is also in 
favour of an advisory body of 
'wise men and women' at EU 
level, who would provide a 
'second opinion'," Trichet said. 

Greece was able to run up a 
public deficit of more than four 
times the EU limit owing to 
fudged statistics and weak sur¬ 
veillance by other eurozone 
members, plunging the single¬ 
currency bloc into the worst 
crisis in its 11 years of exis¬ 
tence.

Branson: Virgin to launch 
space tourism in 18 months

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AFP) - Billionaire entrepre¬ 
neur Richard Branson said 
yesterday that Virgin Galactic 
is on track to offer commercial 
space travel within 18 months, 
and that space hotels are next 
on the drawing board. 

The project's Spaceship- 
Two, an aircraft built by avia¬ 
tion engineer Burt Rutan and 
designed to carry paying cus¬ 
tomers into suborbital space, 
had its maiden flight in the 
California desert in March. 

"We just finished building 
SpaceShipTwo. We are 18 
months away from taking peo¬ 
ple into space," Branson told a 
business conference in Kuala 
Lumpur, adding that the fare 
will start at 200,000 dollars. 

Virgin Galactic, which aims 
to become the world's first 
commercial company to pro¬ 
mote space tourism, has al¬ 
ready collected 45 million 
dollars in deposits from more 
than 330 people who have re¬ 
served seats aboard the six- 
person craft. 

Branson also has visions of 


establishing hotels in space, 
which well-heeled tourists can 
use as a base for shuttle flights 
over the moon. 

"We are looking at hotels in 
space. We love the moon," the 
tycoon said, adding that he was 
also interested in launching 
"small satellites into space" for 
the benefit of schools and uni¬ 
versities. 

Under Branson's brainchild 
scheme, the SpaceshipTwo 
craft is to be launched into 
space with the help of mother- 
ship White Knight Two 
(WK2). 

WK2 will carry Space¬ 
shipTwo to an altitude of 
around 16 kilometres (50,000 
feet) before dropping the 
smaller spaceship and allow¬ 
ing it to fire up its rocket motor 
to blast up to the brink of 
space. 

Once it has reached subor¬ 
bital space, SpaceShipTwo 
passengers will be able to view 
the Earth from portholes next 
to their seats, or unbuckle their 
seatbelts and float in zero gra¬ 
vity.

NORWALK, Ohio - After the 
rain once again halted race 
action in Rockingham, the 
eliminations were wrapped in 
Norwalk.

Performing 
well at the track and gaining 
points whenever possible will 
be crucial, as Eman and his 
crew work towards the op¬ 
portunity to compete for the 
Battle of the Belts that will 
take place next month. 

The next race ahead of 
Team Aruba is in English- 
town, New Jersey, part of the 
Mountain Motor Pro Stock 
Association. (MMPSA) It 
was a weekend that proved 
the power and performance 
of Team Aruba as they look 


to wrap up the remaining 
schedule strong. 

“Things happen,” Eman 
says. “And that’s part of rac¬ 
ing, but now we know that 
we are stronger than before 
and will look to take down a 
few rounds next weekend. 
Nothing will phase what we 
have built so far this season, 
and it’s only going to go up 
from here!”

Pavin looking for a winning Woods

NEWPORT, Wales (AFP) - 
United States captain Corey 
Pavin says he has a clearly 
defined role for Tiger Woods 
at the 38th Ryder Cup — win 
some points. 

A smiling Woods arrived 
in Wales with his team-mates 
on Monday for the last major 
test of a year marked by tur¬ 
moil in his private life and 
poor form since his return 
from a self-imposed exile. 

Pavin, who chose Woods 
as one of his four wildcards 
after he failed to qualify au¬ 
tomatically, said he envis¬ 
aged no special role for the 
world number one this week 
other than putting points on 
the board. 

"I hope he's just going to 
go out and play well and win 


some points," Pavin said. 
"That's the role I would like 
to have him play, just like 
everybody else on the team." 

Pavin also declined to 
offer any clues about who 
Woods might be paired with 
for Friday's opening fourballs 
and foursomes. 

"I think every player has a 
role to play on the team, and 
all 12 guys have their own in¬ 
dividual abilities and person¬ 
alities," Pavin said. 

"And, you know, I'm 
going to pair the guys accord¬ 
ing to that, and every individ¬ 
ual knows a couple of players 
they are going to play with or 
potentially with. How they 
interact with each other is 
very important to me." 

The Ryder Cup has rarely 


been a happy hunting ground 
for Woods, who has won only 
10 of his 25 matches and only 
tasted victory once in five at¬ 
tempts going into this week's 
contest at Celtic Manor. 

Pavin meanwhile revealed 
he was having to keep a lid 
on the enthusiasm within his 
team as they attempt to be¬ 
come the first American line¬ 
up to win the Ryder Cup on 
foreign soil since 1993. 

"If anything, I have to al¬ 
most calm down some peo¬ 
ple; guys are so excited to be 
here and to play," said Pavin. 

"It's been a long time since 
we won in Europe, since 
1993. If there is any motiva¬ 
tion, I think that's plenty, but 
I think everybody wants to 
win.
